Today, a batch of Japanese soldiers arrived 
here and their presence has again caused a general unrest amongst 
the population, who are experiencing a great difficulty in trying to 
comply with their demands. Since most of the wealthy famit*ies 
here have departed to take up refuge elsewhere, we have been 
experiencing a hectic period in trying to raise sufficient fumds for 
their maintenance. They denind “material supply”, but where are 
we going to get it. Now the commanding officer has ordered the 
people that wherever they are posted, the people should waste no. 
time in forming a so-called, "Consolation Camp" whose sole aim is 
to supply from time to time, young women for prostitution and 
entertainment of the troops. You remember, sometime ago, Ah &ai 
and Ah Koong, succeeced in obtaining a group of females, who were 
subseqnently returned to Shanghai for arriving there too late. On 
this occasion, I have again despatched Ah Sai and Ah Koong to Shangha 
on this errand, hoping thet they could again get hold of those femme 
that had been sent back. 
?S you are a very active figure in Shanghai, I hope you 
woulc do your best to assist them on their mission whenever neges sary 
Today, I have telegram to Mr. Hsueh, requesting the 
latter’s appearance in Shanghai so that you could interview him. He 
said he would arrive on the 8the Please be ready.
